Among the far sighted 
civic leaders, the problem 
is of great concern. Obvi¬ 
ously, if all business over 
such widely separated 
fields as the selling of ba¬ 
nanas to the selling of 
electrical appliances can 
be consolidated under one 
roof, it will be just a mat¬ 
ter of time until food 
stores can be selling even 
grand pianos. 


This, then, will reduce the 
number of tax paying busi¬ 
nesses in a community, 
number of retail employees, 
with resultant decay in mu¬ 
nicipal property values and 
necessitate either higher 
taxes or municipal retrench¬ 
ment. 


It will be Interesting to see 
just what course is followed. 
Government regulation, or 
the creation of new laws to 
stop this trend is undoubted¬ 
ly one course that will be 
tried despite the fact that 
most independent business¬ 
men, as evidenced many 
times by expressions of opin¬ 
ion through the National 
Federation of Independent 
Business, do not favor gov¬ 
ernment regulation.

The other possible course 
that seems obvious at this 
time is that the independ¬ 
ent appliance dealers will 
exert pressure on manu¬ 
facturers to define the 
lines of distribution that 
they consider legitimate. 
And while appliance man¬ 
ufacturers have not been 
too active in combatting 
discount houses up to now, 
this new threat to stability 
may make them more ac¬ 
tive in this direction. If so, 
this would be the happiest 
solution of a problem that 
has for some time been 
hurting the entire appli¬ 
ance industry.

Dear Editor: 

The problem of whether or 
not Sierra Madre will per¬ 
mit the Bethany Home for 
Girls to operate legally at 
their 72 West Alegria resi¬ 
dence is one that concerns 
each and every one of us. 

The main question facing 
us is the zoning change 
that would have-to be made. 
Let us consider that already 
there are apartments in the 
near vicinity, and a school. 
Then, too, although we all 
like Sierra Madre and live 
here because of the friendly 
and neighborly atmosphere, 
we must face the fact that 
we are growing enormously 
in population, and that busi¬ 
nesses are growing in pro¬ 
portion. 

The other question, ex¬ 
tremely minor, is of the 
girls themselves. Some won¬ 
der if the girls will exert 
some type of influence over 
the teenagers of our town. 
Knowing them, I can say

Just in case you've forgot¬ 
ten, the high court held last 
June that Du Pont violated 
the anti trust laws through 
its 23 per cent stock owner¬ 
ship in General Motors.

Despite a lot of talk about 
anti-trust action and a batch 
of statistics to bolster its 
contention of exceptional ac¬ 
tivity, there are many com¬ 
petent observers who think 
the Justice Department has 
been pretty easy on business 
trusts. And businessmen have 
“cried wolf” so often it’s dif¬ 
ficult to tell when they are 
really being hard-pinched. 

In any event, the Justice 
Department is sending 
spokesmen around the coun¬ 
try to assure Big Business 
that their love affair is still 
on. One of these is Robert A. 
Bicks, first assistant in the 
Anti-Trust Division. He spoke 
before the American Bar As¬ 
sociation and did his best to 
sooth business fears. 

He thought the court’s rul¬ 
ing was subject “to very real 
limitations.” H e reminded 
the assembled lawyers the 
Department has not looked 
into “recorded stock acquisi¬ 
tions” since 1914. 

What some businessmen 
apparently are afraid of is 
some real Justice Depart¬ 
ment probing into the recent 
wave of mergers. The Du 
Ponts bought their stock 
ownership in General Motors 
in 1917-19 and some busi¬ 
nessmen saw the court deci¬ 
sion as a prelude to anti¬ 
trust action against other 
stock acquisitions carried out 
20 or 30 years ago.

THOSE BUSINESS 
“STATESMEN"—It was only 
a few weeks ago that the 
President called for “states¬ 
manlike action” by labor and 
industry to hold back infla¬ 
tion. Within 24 hours the 
steel industry raised prices 
$6 per ton. 

Since then the President 
has feebly suggested that 
consumer resistance to this 
sort of business arrogance 
might yet keep prices down.

§ A Club spokesman said 
the changes considered most 
important in their effect up¬ 
on motorists are: 

1. REVISION of the left- 
turn rule, which places a 
greater responsibiliay on the 
person turning left to yield 
the right-of-way to oncom¬ 
ing traffic. The left-turner 
must yield to any vehicle 
which constitutes a hazard 
at any time during the turn¬ 
ing movement. 

™ 2. Increasing the distance 
at which turning signals 
must be given to 100 feet; 
the former requirement was 
50 feet. 

3. Changing the prima fa¬ 
cie speed limit in school 
zones to 25 mph; formerly 
it was 15 mph. 

4. Stiffening of drunk 
driving laws. When no in¬ 
jury results, the minimum 
fine is $250, and for a sec¬ 
ond offense, both five days 
in jail and a $250 fine. When 
injury results, the minimum 
penalty is both 90 days in 
^til and a $250 fine.

THE CLUB also advised 
motorists that new amend¬ 
ments make it mandatory for 
the person who parked a ve¬ 
hicle which becomes a run¬

A RESOLUTION OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE, 
CALIFORNIA, ORDERING 
THE WORK OF IMPROVING 
A PORTION OF SIERRA 
MADRE BOULEVARD BY 
T H E CONSTRUCTION OF 
SIDEWALK. AND DIRECT¬ 
ING THE CITY CLERK TO 
POST AND PUBLISH A NO¬ 
TICE INVITING SEALED 
PROPOSALS. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF SIERRA MA¬ 
DRE DOES RESOLVE AS 
FOLLOWS: 

WHEREAS, the City Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, County of Los Angeles, 
State of California, did on 
the 23rd day of July, 1957. 
adopt its Resolution of Inten¬ 
tion No. 1516 to order the 
therein described work and 
improvements to be done 
and made on Sierra Madre 
Boulevard in the City of Si¬ 
erra Madre by the construc¬ 
tion and installation of grad¬ 
ing and regrading, hedge re¬ 
moval and concrete sidewalk 
and which Resolution of In¬ 
tention was duly and legally 
published in the time, form 
and manner as required by 
law, as shown by the affida¬ 
vit of publication of said 
Resolution of Intention on 
file in the office of the City 
Clerk of said City of Sierra 
Madre; and 

WHEREAS, after the adop¬ 
tion thereof, notices of the 
passage of said Resolution of 
Intention, headed “Notice of 
Improvement,” were duly 
and legally posted in the 
time, form, manner, location 
and number as required by 
law, as appears from the al- 
.fidavit of posting, said no¬ 
tices, on file in the office of 
the City Clerk of said City 
of Sierra Madre; and 

WHEREAS, after the adop¬ 
tion thereof, notices of the 
adoption of said Resolution 
of Intention were duly mailed 
to all persons owning real 
property proposed to be as¬ 
sessed for the improvements 
described in said Resolution 
of Intention No. 1516, accord¬ 
ing to the names and ad¬ 
dresses of such owners, as 
the same appear in the last 
equalized assessment roll for 
Los Angeles County taxes, 
prior to the day of such 
mailing, or as known to the 
City Clerk of Sierra Madre, 
which said notices were duly 
ma 'l e ^ in the time, form and 
DIRECTORY manner as required by law; 
and 

WHEREAS, said City Coun¬ 
cil having duly received and 
considered eviflence, oral and 
documentary concerning the

of a physician. 

BUST DEVELOPERS — 

There is no known prepara¬ 
tion, system of exercise or 
mechanical device which 
may be properly offered to 
the public to increase the 
size of the female breast. 

Estrogenic (hormone) prep¬ 
arations cannot be used with 
safety except under a phy¬ 
sician’s supervision, and then 
may produce satisfactory re¬ 
sults only in a minority of 
cases.
